•Floats Depict 100 Yprih Of Ufo 
In ITtfth. 

The rmlnln on IDO years of IUhIih 
unlqm history was dramatically inis- 
nl today in downtown Salt Lake 
when i In* Centennial parade paused 
in ri’View for 125.000 applauding 
spectators. 

Tli parade was the longest, the 
most colorful, the most expensive 
end the best attended of any In the 
history of the state. 

As It moved along the line of march 
over two and a half miles oftho cltys 
wide and famous streets, the parade 
was a striking contrast to the Jubi¬ 
lant but weary entry of the pioneers 
onto the valley floor a centur yngo. 

It was two hours before the last 
of the spangled bands, Boy Scouts 
gaily decorated floats—some adorn¬ 
ed with pretty girls—and other 
marchers passed the starting point 
of the parade at South Temple and 
Main street. 

All of the 93 units in the parade 
with exceptions of the bands, por¬ 
trayed some phase of Utahs histoiy 
from prehistoric days to the declar¬ 
ation of peace at the end of World 
War 2 

Every unit received its share of 
the applause from spectator swho 
lined the route of march .Many of 
the watchers had arrived by 7 am. 
and, hefting their varied assortment 
of stools and chair on the shady 
side of the street, enjoyed one of the 
parades most enjoyable features: 
the fact that it started before the 
heat of a typical July day made 
watching it pleasant. —Deseret News

Beacons Will 
Open Up Arctic 
For Aircraft 


Soil Conservation 


Till-: QUESTION OF SOIL CONSERVATION in Canada has taken on 

The abundance of good land, and the 


growing importance In recent years, 
general high fertility of the soil did not lead those who came to open up 
the country’s great farming areas to think seriously of soil conservation. 
It is now apparent, however, that to retain the fertility of the soil in many 
parts of the country is becoming a very grave problem. It is disturbing to 
contemplate the possibility of many of Canada’s rich farming districts some 
day becoming waste lands, but there is apparently real danger of such a 
situation occurring if successful methods of soil conservation are not prac¬ 
ticed. 


Three long-range electronic "bea¬ 
cons" are being built on the North 
American rim of the Arctic ocean to 
open the frozen Arctic to aircraft, it 
has been disclosed at Washington. 

The navigation stations, built Joint¬ 
ly by the United States and Canada, 
probably will be in operation by late 
October, army air force officials said. 
The stations are located at Point 
Barrow in Alaska, at Campbell Lake 
near the northwestern comer of Can¬ 
ada, and far to the east on Victoria 
Island off the northern coast of Can¬ 
ada. 

Air force experts said the network 
will enable planes carrying clectronto 
receivers to determine their exact 
position, and thus remove navigation 
stumbling blocks to across-the-pole 
hops to Europe. 

Long-range planes flying north¬ 
ward out of Canada over the pole 
could pick up other navigational aids 
in Finland and continue down Into 
Europe, A.A.F. officials said. Range 
of the network was not disclosed, 
but officials said it eliminated a great 
"navigation blackout" covering thou¬ 
sands of square miles in northern 
Canada. 


[ CALGARY—Many people who still 
think of Indians as living in teepees 
' and wearing feathered headdresses 
were considerably jarred at the com¬ 
mercial attitude they adopted toward 
the Calgary Stampede. They asked 
for a pay increase. 

Representatives of the Blackfoot, 
Stony and Sarcee tribes in a formal 
resolution asked that the prize list 
be doubled for best dressed Indians, 
parade participants and Indian races. 
Teepee grants should be raised from 
$5 to $15, it was added. 

The resolution was signed by such 
colorful figures as Head Chief Duck, 
Chief Many Bears and John Powder- 
face. 

During the recent stampede, In¬ 
dians received $1 a head for every 
parade in which they participated 
while the chiefs received $5. They 
also were paid for competing in horse 
races and were given a freight al¬ 
lowance. 

Each day they received 1,000 
pounds of fresh meat, 300 loaves of 
bread and tea and sugar as required. 
Hay was provided for the 100 horses 
they brought along. In addition they 
received cash prizes and other gifts 
from commercial institutions and 
amateur photographers.

Much is now 
being done through the P.F.R.A., Dominion and Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture, and agricultural organizations, but it is clear that the prob¬ 
lem is one which each farmer should be thoroughly aware, and in which 
he should co-operate in every possible way with those who are endeavoring 
to soB*e it.

"Dwarf Hunt” is,a smut disease 
of wheat. It Is eaused hy a Strain 
of the smut fungus which eauses 
ordinary hunt or r-tinking smut of 
wheat The most disturbing fact 
about Dwarf Bunt is that it cannot 
he controlled hy seed treatment. It 
is earned over from year to year in 
the soil.

Symptoms The symptoms caused 
hy Dwarf Bunt are quite distinct 
from those of ordinary hunt or 
stinking smut of wheat. The most 
striking symptom of Dwarf Bunt is 
the marked dwarfing of the affected 
plants. Such plants may vary from 
threo inches to twenty inches in 
height %It is this stunting of tile 
plants which gives the disease its 
name. The heads of plants affected 
hy Dwarf Bunt are bleached and 
usually curved and, instead of 
liealth\ kernels of grain, small round 
‘hunt, balls’ are formed in the heads. 
The bunt halls eaused by Dwarf 
Bunt are smaller and more firm than 
those of ordinary bunt. 

Identification. All present and 
prospective growers of w inter wheat 
in Western Canada should learn to 
identify Dwarf Bunt. If you can, 
there is no danger of sheltering this 
dangerous enemy on your farm. 
Furthermore, tie sure that any seed 
you bring on your farm is free from 
all bunt infection. If you are in 
doubt, have your seed tested for 
smut, 4 by Line Elevators Farm 
Service, or some other reliable smut- 
testing laboratory. Get in touch 
with any Line Elevator agent snd he 
will tell you how this can be done. 

Wo urgently request farmers, 
grain buyers, and others to send 
sperimens of Dwarf Bunt, or samples 
of anv snspieieeie onw, to the Beereet 

rVimininn Laboratory of Wont 
Pathology (Winnipeg, (Saskatoon, or 
Edmonton), or to Line Elevators 
Farm Service, Winnipeg, for Identi¬ 
fication. We must not allow Dwarf 
Bunt to become established in 
Western Canada.

When asked to speak he said It 
was a dream come true. It was In¬ 
deed his masterpiece. To look across 
the head of Emigration Canyon ami 
see the great monument surrounded 
by thousands of persons sitting and 
standing on the hillsides every where 
was, to say the least, a very im¬ 
pressive sight. The large crowd of 
scouts sat facing the monument 
and at a given signal arose and sang 
"Home on the Range." Symbolic of 
the power of prayer and faith, flocks 
of sea gulls glided over the crowd 
bringing to mind the crickets of pio¬ 
neer days It is said that more than 
300 hundred of those birds were fed 
at tho monument every morning. 

In the evening at 6 p.m. the par¬ 
ade was repeated and 200,000 pcopcl 
flocked around the line of march to 
witness it. Twenty more floats were 
added ami the scouts were taken out 
The second showing being bigger and 
better than the first and tha tis say¬ 
ing avery great deal. One of the most 
outstanding and striking floats was 
the “Pony Express" designed and 
sculptured by one of our former 
Raymond boys— Dr. Avard T. Fair¬ 
banks. son of John Fairbanks, who 
at one time was Raymond’s first 
photographer The "Pony Express" 
float depicts one tired horse and rid¬ 
er bringing in the precious mail for 
a fresh horse and rider to pick up 
and dash to the n6xt station in spite 
of Indians and other hazards. All 
around this float was piled real 
sage brush making it look very 
realistic. It is understood the sculpt- 
er used two of his own eight sons as 
models. Dr. Fairbanks is Dean of the 
new College of Fine Arts at the Un¬ 
iversity of Utah. A very unique lfoat 
was "The Desert Blossoms" made 
entirely of feathers, hard boiled eggs 
and wheat While in American Fork 
my husband and I were taken to the 
Hansen Bros. Turkey farm and were 
informed that it took one half mill¬ 
ion hand picked feathers glued and 
sewn on separately to make this 
very attractive float, across the front 
of which hung two swinging nests 
and in each nest was a tiny little 
child smiling and waving to the de¬ 
lighted parade watchers. At tho oth¬ 
er en dof the feathered float was 
two more nests and two more babies 
The hard boiled turkey eggs were 
tinted gold and were nailed and glu¬ 
ed to the ends and sides to form 
"The Desert Blossoms” and "Housen 
Feed, Poultry and Milling Co., Am¬ 
erican Fork”.

HOW THE VICTORIA CROSS WAS WON 
IN CANADA OVER EIGHTY YEARS AGO 


Young Drivers Cause

There is in Sydney, Australia, a 
memorial to Private Timothy O’Hea, 
a Canadian soldier, who won the Vic- ! 
toria Cross in Canada, and strange 
to say, there was no war on here at 
the time. The Victoria Cross was 
instituted in 1856, and O’Hea’s heroic 
deed was performed 10 years later. 
It so impressed Queen Victoria, how¬ 
ever, that she amended the terms so 
as to include bravery not in the 
presence of an enemy. 

The story of how Private O'Hea 
was awarded the Victoria Cross is 
told by Fred Kaufman in the Mon¬ 
treal Star. 

It was on June 19, 1866, during a 
period of unrent following; the Civil 
War in the South and at the time of 
the Fenian Raids, that military au¬ 
thorities decided to move a train 
loaded with ammunition along the 
Grand Trunk Railway line from Mon¬ 
treal to Quebec City.
